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Every so often while driving I have come upon a sign at a detour that 
has read, "Sorry for the inconvenience, but your city is moving ahead", and 
then beneath the legend is the name of the mayor.

That a committee has not met does not 
indicate a lack of significance, but rather an absence of that particular type 
of business. The mere continuation of the existence of a special committee 
is in itself an indicator of its necessity and consequence, since new ones are 
constantly formed and those that have outlived their usefulness, deleted. This 
year each committee has a co-chairman as well as a chairman. Thus, if a com¬ 
mittee should be called upon, there need be no delay in its deliberations due 
to the absence of its chairman, since, in such event, the co-chairman is 
authorized to act. 

Many problems face us in the coming year. Some are carry-overs from 
the past, which Dr. Stertzbach labored long, hard and effectively to resolve; 
others have just recently raised their heads; and undoubtedly there will be 
new ones not yet envisioned. With the assistance of Council, the executive 
secretary, and all our members working together for the common good, it is 
my belief that we shall come to the end of the year with efficacious satis¬ 
factory solutions to many of the propositions that now beset us. I ask for 
your collective help now, and as time passes I shall call upon you individually.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 

SOCIAL SECURITY NEEDS PHYSICIANS 

With the publication of this year's deficit of 1.3 billion dollars in the Old 
Age and Survivors Trust Fund the question arises—do we physicians need 
Social Security or does the Social Security Program need us? 

In spite of repeated increases in the tax rate and the base rate the O.A.S.I. 
Trust Fund has piled up a deficit of over 4 billion dollars since 1957. The 
fund's assets in 1957 were 23 billion dollars and the government predicted this 
would increase to 27 billion by 1960. Here is what really happened—in 1957 
the fund lost 126 million, in 1958 lost 528 million and in 1959 lost 1 billion, 
724 million. In 1960 the tax went up 1% and the fund gained 184 million. 
However, in 1961 it again showed a loss in the amount of 599 million and 
this year saw a deficit of 1 billion, 300 million. Is it any wonder the govern¬ 
ment would like to include at least 140,000 physicians not already contributing 
to this program and compel them to do so at the rate of 38 to 40 million 
a year? 

A recent poll showed that only two of every four physicians plan to fully 
retire at the age of 65 and actually only one of every four completely retires 
at the age of 70. Accordingly, it is not too likely that there would ever be as 
many as 5,000 of our profession receiving benefits at a total cost per year 
of 10 or 12 million dollars to the program. Do we need Social Security or 
does social security need us? 

In contrast to this shouldn't we give some thought to what 140,000 or more 
physicians, for less money ($250.00 per year) could do for their families and 
themselves in comparison? Should we involuntarily allow the government to do 
for us what we could do so much better for ourselves, individually or collec¬ 
tively and without compulsion?

Thirty Years Ago—January, 1933 

President Harvey wrote, "We cannot look forward to a new year of great 
prosperity with poverty, unemployment and deflated credit everywhere about 
us . . . With the inroads of the depression having affected all classes of people 
we see the medical profession battered to its knees but doing its best to 
serve this community." 

On the recommendation of Council the city closed its dispensary and all 
indigent sick were referred to the hospital dispensaries. There was no Mahon¬ 
ing County Relief then, no Aid For Aged and no Unemployment Compensation. 
The doctors agreed to treat their old patients on any basis they could afford 
but they were feeling the pinch too, with most of their patients unemployed 
and permitted to draw out only a small amount each month from their savings 
in the banks. 

Council passed the following resolution on December 30th! The Medical 
Society looks with disfavor on any kind of advertising by physicians in maga¬ 
zines or publications other than medical, under the guise of a directory of the 
like; and further the Council cautions and advises the members against partici¬ 
pation in such procedures. 

New members that month were Henry Sisek, Walter Mermis and Peter J. 
.McOwen. 

Twenty Years Ago—January, 1943 

President-Elect Nagel assumed the duties of President. George McKelvey 
was Secretary, Saul Tamarkin Treasurer, Bill Bunn (Sr.) headed the program 
committee and Elmer Wenaas the social committee. Delegates were E. J. 
Reilly, John McCann and Wm. Skipp. Alternates were James Birch, Pete 
McOwen and Paul Fuzy. 

France, Belgium and Holland had fallen to the Nazis but American forces 
had landed at Casa Blanca in November and the Navy had plastered the 
Japanese fleet at Midway. John R. Buchanan reported for active duty with 
the Army and J. L. Fisher with the Navy. Louis Deitchman, John Goldstein and 
Marvin Goldstein wrote to complain about not receiving the Bulletin. Tommy 
Tims was in England, Stan Myers and Bill Evans were in the South Pacific. 

Dr. Wm. L. Mermis became a member of the Society. 

Ten Years Ago—January, 1953 

Vernon Goodwin was the new President and Harold Reese the Editor. 
Dr. Goodwin was concerned about the many meetings the doctors had to 
attend which affected the Medical Society Meetings. Reese was pleading for 
the members to supply material to make an interesting Bulletin. He was find¬ 
ing out that many were willing to tell him but the writing and editing were up 
to him and usually done when he should be sleeping. 

Bill Skipp was State Delegate to the A.M.A. When he got to the interim 
meeting in Denver they put him to bed with virus pneumonia and he missed 
all the sessions. 
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James Brown was President-Elect. G. E. DeCicco was Secretary and A. K. 
Phillips was Treasurer. Delegates were S. W. Ondash, Ivan Smith and Skipp. 

Kenneth Camp was President of the Academy of General Practice, H. E. 
McGregor was President-Elect and Herman Ipp was Treasurer. A post¬ 
graduate course in endocrinology was announced. 

New members that month were: Leon L. Bernstein, Kalman C. Kunin, 
David R. Brody, N. T. Martin, J. L. Craig and Carol Craig. There were 247 
active members, 13 junior active, 4 associate, 15 interne, 11 non-resident and 
10 honorary, total 300. 

St. Elizabeth's Hospital served 21 bushels of apples to the patients in one 
month but those stubborn doctors wouldn't stay away.

Until there is clarification and accreditation of osteopathic hospitals, any 
doctor of medicine may care for patients at osteopathic hospitals only on an 
emergency basis with continuing care permissible until such time as the 
emergency situation has been resolved.

cent_or 50 cents more out of each $100—from the first $4,800 of a workman's 

annual earnings. He takes a similar amount from the employer. This boosts 
the Social Security deduction from each workman's pay from 3Va per cent, 
or $150 a year, plus a similar amount from his boss, to 3 5 /8 per cent or $174 
a year, or a combined total of $348 for a workman who earns $4,800 or more 
per year. 

When Social Security was established in 1937, the tax was one per cent, 
on both the employer and employe, on the first $3,000 of earnings; by 1968, 
the levy will have reached 4^4 per cent or $222 a year on each, or a combined 
total of $444 per employe. 

When the Social Security item is added to withholdings for income tax, 
insurance, bonds and other deductions, the employe s take home pay is 
quite different from his scale of wages or salary. He is less conscious of 
the levy on the employer, which probably reduces the pay the employe 
might have had. 

Admittedly Social Security has done a great deal of good in assuring 
income to people who might otherwise be dependent. But it is not one of 
those "best things in life" that the old song said are free. We're paying for 
it every week.
